indexer. It is these word chains which make up the Subject Index entries. 


The index terms used to create the Subject Indexes plus additional terms selected by the 


indexer to further describe and define the document are also present as a search tool in 
the IRL database. 


| The following conventions apply to all terms used in the Subject Index: 


(1) Plants and trees are indexed under both their common English names and Latin 


binomials. Latin binomials are used for all other taxonomic terms except 
domestic animals, livestock and pets. 


> (2) Enzyme names follow the 1978 recommendations of the IUPAC and IUB.
